1 now feel somewhat 
out ot harmony with tbe season because 
frosty nights do not come. 1 cauaoc 
now look at fading leaves aud disappear- 
ing flowers and bid farewell to summer, 
for this is a land of continuous summer. 
Plants ot many kinds ure continually 
blooming. B^ts, snakes and toads have 
no snow-bound season in which to live 
upon their summer's fat. 
Everything is 


new and strange and interesting. 
A 


botanist is usually happy when be finds 
a plant new to him. It is seldom that 
be is made more hapuy by finding an old 
species than by flndiug oue new to him. 
And yet ou Tuesday I took off my bat 
to a p'lant because it was one of the lirst 
that I had learned to recognize, aud be 
cause it reminded me of my Brand- 
mother's flower bed aud America. This 
was the common, red "lady slipper" or 
otherwise called "touch-me-not." It 
has pleased me greatly to see tbe cocoa- 
nut, date and orange trees bloom, but I 
was more'pleased when l.like a wander- 
ing friend, found this little plant alone, 
like myself in ihe far-away Philippines. 
So you see when the time comes Cor my 
homecoming you need not flu up our 
humble little home, tor you wilt find me 
ready to appreciate the most trifling ob- 
jects. You know I never eared much to 
see the hoe, but when I get back it shall 
find a friend in me. 


I have just been interrupted by the 


boy who does the work about our bouse. 
He has offered to sweep and scrub our 
bouse, carry water, shine shoes, run 
errands and make our beds, for nightly 
instruction in English. He has proved 
a good boy so we give him S2 a month, 
which is as much as many men earn 
here. 
He interrupted me by asking for 


a lesson. 
When I went near him I 


found be bad a supper that pleases any 
native, for he had with him a strong 
odor of fish. I understood then why ho 
aafced to go to chow chow (pronounced 
sow sow in Leytc) or feed so early. He 
knew a good supper awaited him. 
Per 


baps like some American boys, he bad 
eaten little dinner since a good supper 
was ahead. The food ot the majority of 
the people is very simple; cocoanuts 
bananas, rice, chickens and fish is about 
all tbey eat. Grasshoppers are their great- 
est delicacy; all classes relish these. 
The best class, which make up a smal 
minority, live very well. So long as I 
board with the Padre I shall fare better 
than I ever did at a boarding school 
The Padre is becoming quite a friend o 
mine. 
He by this time has examinee 


my wearing apparel, and wants me to 
buy nearly everything for him. 
He 


wants a coat, a hat, shoes and collar 
like mine. Most of all he has envied m 
watch. He says be will give me $1 
mex, ($5 gold) for a chain like mine, ant 
$90 mex. (*45 gold) for a watch just lik 
mine. 
"Sell me tbat hat or pair o 


hose ?" "How much did you pay fo 
tbat knife?" "How much do you ge 
for teaching ?" Such are the questions 


for us to answer or evade. I have so 
far kept, the Padre off on the last one by 
telling him every iirnu that I get enough 
to liveou. 


The customs of the people are very 


primitive in many ways. Theotberday 
1 called upon the Presidente, or mayor 
of the town. He had been sleeping, but 
be crawled out of bed and came out to 
see me, clad in night clothes. Soon his 
wife came in. 
She was in seme time 


when, for some reason, she suggested 
that it might be well for bitn to put on 
pantaloons. 
He look the suggestion 


and soon returned clad in more Ameri- 
can fashion. Like tue Japanese tbey art 
very anxious for American clothing and 
manners. Lately the cliurch celebrated 
a holiday; a great parade, perhaps a 
half mile long, was held. This, uiiliki 
most things here, greatly appealed to me. 
It was fully as impnsjive as are the 
exercises at Gettysburg on Memorial 
Day. 
O.ifc tbiug greatly marred tlie 


beauty of the parade; this was one of 
those 'things that in America are often 
works or' art and costly, and often on 
the other hand, costly, gross, unreal 
imitations of nature. Oj this occaaion 
it happened to be a gaudy jumble of 
artificial flowers and straw which in 
America would pasa for a woman's hat. 
This was worn by a little pickaninny, 
who toddled along shaking the wired 
paper llawers much as a prancing horse 
shakes his head in a circus parade. And 
there you have one phase of the jar yon 
felt, for the idea of a circus parade no 
more harmonized with that of a religions 
parade, than did tbose gaudy flowers 
with that chocolate face. 1 sometimes 
pity these poor people, for, for centuries, 
they have been trying to adjust them- 
selves to the Spanish language and cus- 
oms. Now when they have fairly started 
i this way, tuey are confronted with 
American customs and language. Noi 


o they complain as much as an Ameri- 
an would. As you see the most of them 
re like hungry fish; for a bait they are 
crambling for .the English language and 
.merican ways. 
The Spaniards Itave reduced them to 


mere slaves. This week it was well fcr 


and my companion that tbey have 


one so, for Giiyer has taken sick. He 
as what the doctors call recruit's fever. 
'his, from what 1 can leara, must be a 
ortn of homesickness. [ finally was 
rdered to move him to Dalog, wbeie 
here is a hospital. The roads are no* 
mpassable with a wagon, so at four 
clock on Tuesday afternoon, with six 
.ttle men, none taller than J, we set 
ut through mud for UJlog, twelve 
aiies distant. The men formed three 
elays of two, to carry Guyer (140 Ibs.) 
n their shoulders. We had gone about 
ive miles, when oue of tbe men sug- 
;ested tbat as an American, I command 
, man who bappeued to meet us, to turn 
nd help. I greatly disliked to do this. 
Jut I saw if 1 did not, my six men would 
kip to the woods aud leave Guyer in 
he mud. So i turned to tbe man and 
gave the command. He gave a sullen 
ook at the handle of my revolver, and 
ut his shoulder to the task. 
With 


even, men we went a m ile when we met 
ibree others on their way to Buranen 
one carried fish, another bananas, and 
mother a bolo. These things, at tbe 
uggestioii ot my men, I commanded 
oue man to take. The other two slunk 
nto my service. Soon we came to 
ittle bario or village. Here tbe leader 
ot my men led by the arm to me a man 
[ told him to come, but be protested 
saying he was a policeman. We askec 
at several bouses and found this to be 
,rue, so we left him. But before leaving 
tbe town I p eesed into my service threi 
more men. 
We were pulling out of tbe 


village with ten men In line, six willing 
workers and four sullen ones, when thi 
policeman, whom we tried to take, came 
running with three men to take hi 
place. Thus we bad thirteen men when 
we left Julite. Seven of these were kep 
in line by Ohn fear of an American and 


. bis "pickaninny boom-boom" as tbey 


> call a revolver. Night came on long 
before we got to Dulog. Then I felt 


I some fear for a revolt on tbe part of uir 
1 little baud of native workers. Occauion- 
ally one would drop oat of !iue. I would 
then walk over to him aud sn<m lie 
would be back"in bis place. When we 
finally got to Dulog one oi the uieu atked 
me u 1 would not give thorn ch£w-cbow 
supper, betore saying tLauk juii aud 
sending them home. 
Alt along iliey 


had not expected pay, now they were 
trying to ask a supper. A native supper 
would hava cost a native 5 cents. Thmk 
of this tor an aftemoou's pay, which to 
them was really more tbau tbey could 
expect. Under the Impression thai [ 
was going to feed them rice, I look tuetu 
to a "chuiu's" store. Here 1 gc" u note 
changed aud to the six liuniueu men 1 
gave each $1 uitx; la tlio otlurs 1 ;;ave 
each SO ceuts tucx. i'ou never eaw a 
uappicr uiuiu, lur to iheui M txuia was 
uuru thuu tuey could earn tu two days.

Clover is grown that we may have an 


ideal corn-growing soil, and the best 
roughage in the world for the live stock 
needed to make corn-growing most profit- 
able. Corn, to make a successful growth 
needs a deep, rich, warm soil that will 
hoid moisture during a drought, and if 
properly handled, a single crop of clover 
may double or even treble the available 
plant food for the succeeding corn crop. 
Clover in its growth makes a deep soil, 
filling even the poorest soils to a depth 
of three or more feet with its immense 
number of roots, and probably feeds 
deeper than does corn. Clover subsists 
on the potash and phosphoric acid 
gathered from the subsoil and nitrogen 
taken from the air, elements that are 
not available to corn, and deposits it 
near the surface where the corn can gel 
at it. It thus rests and enriches the sur- 
face soil Kt the same time. The roots 
decaying in the lower layers of the soil 
set up u fermentation that releases the 
pUnt food locked'up in them. As these 
roots decay, passages for air and water 
are opeued up. The more readily air 
and water circulate through any heavy 
soil or subsoil, the more of its plant food 
becomes available. 
The more clover 


grown tbe deeper we can lay our tile 
drains, especially in heavy soils, and we 
all know the deeper we lay our drains 
the deeper the soil is. Clover makes the 
soil warmer. 
A soil that is full of vege- 


table matter warms up faster in the 
spring and is several degrees warmer in 
fact than soils that have little or no 
vegetable matter in them. 
Plowing 


whole crops of clover into elay soils 
makes the soil darker,and tbe darker the 
soil the warmer it is. But unless the 
excess of moisture can be removed from 
the soil early in the season corn will

that !ead the excess of water quickly to 
the drains, and if this superfluous water 
is not drained away from beneath, it 
must in large part evaporate from the 
surface, which is a cooling process. Thus 
in helping the excess of water to the 
drains the result 13 a warmer soil. 
Clover plowed into the soil improves its 
mechanical conditions, making easier 
the preparation of seed beds and cultiva- 
tion of crops. Clover shades the land 
better than any other crop and is au en- 
riching process. It produces a large 
amount of either green or dry forage, 
rich in protein, and if need be, when 
common red is sown, a crop o£ seed may 
be harvested the same year. It is almost 
a balanced ration and is a good mainte- 
nance ration for all kinds of live stock. 
In short, clover is grown to make the 
soil deep and warm; to improve the 
mechanical conditions of the soil; to 
assist in ridding tbe soil of the excess of 
water in the spring and hold moisture in 
summer to shade the soil; to extract 
nitrogen from the air, and potash and 
phosphoric acid from the subsoil.—The 
Frame Farmer.
